CHAPTER 119,

COUNTY JUDGES’ BOND.

AN ACT to amend an Act entitled An Act to require County Judge

to give bond.

Seorion 1. Bs it enacted by the Qeneral Assembly of
the State of loiva, That Section two hundred and seven-
ty-seven, Chapter 22, of the Revision of 1860, be and is
hereby repealed, and that the following be substituted in
the place thereof, viz: That every County Judge here-
after elected shall previous to entering upon the duties of
his office enter into bond, with two or more good and suffi-
cient sureties, in a sum not less than ten thousand dollars,
to be fixed by the County Board of Supervisors, condi-
tioned for the faithful discharge of his duties as such
Judge, which bond shall be approved by the Board of
Supervisors and shall be filed with and kept by the
County Treasurer.
